the other hand, the period of appren­ 
ticeship for women over is years of 
age is considered complete

year's training, during which time the 
w orkers are to he paid $^ for the first

of their schooling.

Mr. Foster Debevoise of South Orange, N. J., has 
contributed an article to ‘‘Suburban Society,” a local 
weekly, describing a recent tour through France and 
England, on government business. He visited the armies 
at the front, and speaks with enthusiasm of their in­ 
domitable spirit and unfailing hopefulness. 
He says 
there was less depression, after retreats in the great 
drive over there than here. 
In commenting on various conditions, he speaks as 
follows on the work done for wounded soldiers: 
“The men in English cities, of whom I saw hundreds, 
without legs or arms, or with reconstructed faces, and 
those in hospitals in process of being mended, all had 
the same words: ‘If only I could go back again!’ 
And 
this brings me to another wonderful thing; and that is 
the way the hospitals are performing miracles. 
When 
finally, sometimes after months and months of treatm ent, 
the reconstructing process is finished, the men are taught 
trades and placed in positions so that they are not left 
stranded upon the whims of charity, but are enabled to 
take up their lives again with a large degree of happi­ 
ness. 
Straps operate as muscles on artificial legs and 
arm s; and I have seen such men swing a hammer, play 
golf, knit, or work at lathes. 
It is almost incredible 
w hat is being done. 
H ats off to the doctors, I say!”

The secretary of an alleged mining company has sued 
ll. L. Carnahan, state corporation commissioner, for

motion stock transactions of his company, and threatens 
to bring libel suit for as much more. 
We do not know 
the secretary in question, or his alleged company, or the 
nature of the transactions which Carnahan would not 
stand for, but we do know Carnahan and his office, and 
we would risk deciding the case unheard in Carnahan’s 
favor. 
This corporation commissioner, under the so-called 
“Blue Sky” act, is one of the distinct successes of the 
California state commissions. 
When the law was first 
passed, authorizing the appointment of an official to sup­ 
press the activities of certain gentlemen who were in the 
habit of incorporating the blue sky and selling stock in 
it to the unwary, there was much consternation among 
those who feared it would be “interfering with business.” 
That consternation is all gone, now, Governor Johnson 
appointed an intelligent, tactful gentlem an, a corpora­ 
tion lawyer, familiar with all the intricacies of the game, 
and a good business man. 
Commissioner Carnahan, the

Two or three news items during the last few days 
indicate that Japan is to take a more active part in the 
war by the consent of all the allies.

the allies permitted, but so far the result is that Japan 
has profited a great deal by the war and lost little or 
nothing. 
Her industries have been running on high 
pressure at great profit and she has added many islands 
in the Pacific and the former German possessions in 
China to her territory. 
The news item s say that Japan 
is to send a large naval force into the M editerranean 
and make that region free of U-boats. 
Another dispatch 
is to the effect that China and Japan have come to an 
agreement concerning troops in M anchuria to help stop 
German aggression in Russia and bring the llolsheviki 
to a sense of their foolishness. 
Certain statem ents by 
Mr. Balfour also indicate that Japan is to be allowed to 
help win the war. Japan has added largely to her terri­ 
tory, her mercantile marine has not been disturbed—for 
U-boats do not operate in that part of the world—her 
industries have prospered beyond all previous records 
and she has lost only a handful of troops in the con­ 
quests she has made. 
It is only fair that she should 
bear some of the greater burdens of the war. 
It is only

to do more, but the associated governments have never 
agreed as to what she should do.

Lieut. Raymond Suppes, For­ 
merly of Santa Ana, Is 
Army Aviator 


Describing in delightful detail some 
of his experiences in flying in Prance, 
comes a letter from First Lieut. Ray­ 
mond L. Suppes, formerly of Santa 
Ana. Lieut. Suppes recently received 
his commission, and by now he may be 
flying over the German lines. 
Lieut. Suppes is the son of Mrs. Je n ­ 
nie B. Suppes of 2007 Grand avenue, 
Los Angeles, and nephew of Mrs. N. 
A. Beals of 821 Garfield street. 
As a 
boy he went to school here, going to 
Los Angeles about eight years ago. 
A letter written on May 18 by Lieut. 
S ta p e s says: 
At last I am finished at this flying 
school; breveted, as we say in Prance; 
It. M. A. (Reserve Military Aviator) 
as we say in IT. S. I have done a great 
deal of flying in the last few days. One 
day I was in the air about five hours, 
nnd much of the time over 5000 feet 
high. and “did” two large triangles, or 
voyages where we come down at two 
other aerodromes.

This was great sport.

several of us would start out together 
and fly alongside of each other.

WALNUT PROSPECT IS 


The prospect for walnuts this year 
is for a fair crop, according to Rural 
World, which this week contains the 
following: 
Following the heat injury of last 
summer, many growers felt that the 
burning was so severe as to seriously 
affect the crop of 1918, But the pros­ 
pects are for a fair crop in most sec­ 
tions. Where the heat injury was not 
severe the trees have put out consid­ 
erable new growth and show a good 
crop, there being quite a number of 
doubles. 
Where 
the 
burning 
was 
more severe the crop will be only 
fair. 
The West Covina district seems to 
be in better shape on 
the 
average 
than either the Pomona or W hittier 
sections, in Southern California, but 
the crop is somewhat varied, even in 
different sections, some orchards be­ 
ing better than others. 
What crop there is promises to be 
of excellent quality, the nuts being 
exceptionally large for this early in 
the season. 
Winter Injury 
Winter injury, manifest by the dy­ 
ing back of limbs, is very prominent 
this season. 
A number of 3 and 4- 
year-old trees were killed back to the 
ground. There seems to be two more 
or less distinct causes for the pre­ 
valence of winter killing this season. 
The exceptionally long growing sea­ 
son of last year caused many of the 
trees to grow too late, and the wood 
was not properly matured, and, con­ 
sequently, was very easily injured by 
even light frosts. 
The growing walnut is almost as 
susceptible to frost injury as a to­ 
mato vine or bean. This type of win­ 
ter killing is found on lands of low 
elevation, and more especially where 
the water-table is high and the tree is 
kept growing late. 
Stop Irrigation 
Where the water-table is not high, 
irrigation should be stopped by the 
end of August to force the trees to 
mature their wood. 
There is another type of winter in­ 
jury which occurred on the higher 
lands where the wood was properly 
matured, and the cause may be laid 
to the extremely long, hot, dry fall. 
In this case the injury simply is due 


to the desiccation or drying out of 
the limbs, such as is common 
with 
other fruit trees in the Great Palms 
area. 
The best way to avoid this type of 
injury would seem to be by judicious 
winter irrigation, such as is practiced 
iii the Santa Ana section.

June Drop Heavy 
REDLANDS, July 
3.—The 
groves 
of the Redlands citrus district which 
have been neglected and have not 
been fertilized heavily for two or 
three seasons suffered during the an­ 
nual June drop of oranges according 
to the growers of the city, but as the 
trees were heavily loaded it is believed 
that the crop will be more than norm­ 
al. The trees which were heavily fer­ 
tilized did not lose many and it may 
be necessary to thin some of those 
out, although the fruit is well distri­ 
buted. 
It was 
thought 
that 
there 
would be a much heavier crop this 
coming year because of the 
heavy 
bloom, but as the drop in some sec­ 
tions wTas more than normal, it may 
be that an 
average yield of over 
5000 cars will result. 
Some of the 
fruit is now of good size and this was 
not affected to any noticeable extent 
by the heat. The trees are in the 
finest possible condition where ordin­ 
ary care has brought out new growth 
and made old growth of better color.

NEW YORK, July 3.—A new educa­ 
tion will be one of the products of the 
war, according to Prof. A. D. Dean, 
noted educator and author, member of 
tile faculty of Teachers College, Co­ 
lumbia University. 
“The war is exposing the usefulness 
or uselessness, from the direct service 
standpoint, of our 
school 
subjects. 
This world conflict is bringing out the 
relation of education to war. It comes 
to the schools as an opportunity to de­ 
velop service to the state,” said Prof. 
Dean today. 
“Now we have extension courses in 
economical cooking for adult women 
as a war measure. Later we shall have 
it as a home measure. Now we are 
bringing adult women into the schools 
to receive instruction with their chil­ 
dren. Later we shall do the same thing 
because it is the only sensible pro­ 
cedure under any and all conditions. 
Now we think in terms of re-education 
of disabled soldiers because of the 
immediate need of helping these hon­ 
ored men. Later we shall turn what 
we have learned to do for these men 
into better provisions for making self­ 
supporting our crippled and blinded 
children who are now in dependent in­ 
stitutions being made still more de­ 
pendent by the very nature of the poor 
apology for vocational training which 
is given them. Now we have clearly 
before us the need for industrial edu­ 
cation because the government is cry­ 
ing for workers. Later we shall see the 
need for industrial education because 
those who are to work in the indus­ 
tries need it . 
“Out of this war we are going to 
have a new spirit and method in edu­ 
cation.”

BUENOS AIRES, July 3.—Uruguay 
has declared herself for the cause of 
the Allies and has broken diplomatic 
relations with Germany, yet she has 
made an arrangement with Great Brit­ 
ain and France which compares un­ 
favorably with the one these countries 
made with Argentina. 
Uruguay’s contract calls for solid 
guarantees. The original plan was that 
the governments 
of 
England 
and 
France should deposit in escrow bonds 
of the Uruguayan public debt and oth­ 
er securities of Uruguay. But it was 
found out later that the greater pro­ 
portion of these bonds had been used 
by Great Britain and France in other 
financial transactions, principally 
in 
the United States, and that they were 
not immediately available 
for 
Uru­ 
guayan purposes. 
The English government, when it 
found that it was impossible to se­ 
cure Uruguay in this way decided to 
make a deposit of one million iiounds 
sterling to the order of the Uruguay­ 
an legation in London, reserving the 
right to exchange it later for 
Uru­ 
guayan securities. 
A similar situation arose in the con­ 
tract made 
between 
Uruguay 
and 
France. 
The French government has 
likewise used its Uruguayan bonds as 
securities on other loans. The result 
is that the French banks will be call­ 
ed upon to make individual guaran­ 
tees. 
Considering the fact that Uruguay 
is one of the foes of Germany, it seems 
that Argentina was very generous in 
lier much larger transaction with 
Great Britain and France without se­ 
curity of any kind.
